+299. The three exons are indicated in bold. Motifs for transcription factors are underlined. 
VRE: vascular response element. Enhancer elements of the present invention that confer 
expression in endothelial cells are found in the first intron (nucleotides 7027 to 10642). These 
enhancer elements include the nucleotide sequence from nucleotide 8260 to nucleotide 10560, 
frorii nucleotide 8336 to nucleotide 10608 and/or from nucleotide 10094 to nucleotide 10608.

(i) DNA sequences comprising a nucleotide sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 
from nucleotide 8260 to nucleotide 10560, from nucleotide 8336 to nucleotide 
10608 and/or from nucleotide 10094 to nucleotide 10608; 

(iii) DNA sequences comprising a nucleotide sequence which hybridizes 
with a nucleotide sequence of (i) or (ii) under stringent conditions; and 

(iv) DNA sequences comprising a fragment of a nucleotide sequence of (i) 

(ii) , or (iii); and 
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
